Speeds Up Drive 
Despite the growing handicap* 
of deepening W inter, P atton ob­ 
viously w as stepping up the pace 
of his offensive. There W’ere no in­ 
dications th a t his arm y, at least, 
w as being slowed down by am ­ 
m unition shortage for the Third 
A rm y troops surged ahead against 
powerful defense points all along 
the line and were gratified to find 
at Saarguem ines only relatively 
light opposition from m o rtar and 
sm all-arm s fire. 
Various Third 
A rm y infantry 
and arm ored columns moved to­ 
w ard and into Sarreguem ines from

“ No fact about you is more im­ 
p ortant than your sex,” is the way 
it starts out. Most of us have prob­ 
ably wondered w hat kind of peo­ 
ple we would have been if we had 
been of the opposite sex. 
W omen live longer than men. A 
white infant at birth in 1942 could 
look forw ard to 68 years if a wom­ 
an, 63 years if a man. 


Women More Moral 
Women are more moral than 
men. At least in a one year period 
60,000 men were sent to Federal 
or State prisons or reform atories, 
and 2,600 women. In 1940—14,000 
men 
committed 
suicide, 
4,400 
women. 
As to comparative intelligence, 
you have to name the sphere of 
operation. 
In clerical work of any kind 
women are far and away superior 
to men. Among a group of high 
school freshmen 50 per cent of the 
girls achieved scores of high ra t­ 
ing, achieved by 16 per cent of the 
boys. In general on such tests the 
girls do IO to 30 per cent better 
than the boys. 
On mechanical comprehension, 
however, the boys and men far 
outshine the women. Shown the 
picture of a machine and asked to 
explain it 70 per cent of the men 
do so correctly in a given time and 
33 per cent of the women. 


Other Comparison* 
There are practically no women 
comic strip artists, gag writers, 
radio announcers or editorial writ­ 
ers.

W omen do not like to work for 
women bosses.

Some Taboos Overcome 
Wonsan in her demands for 
equality with man has overcome 
many taboos. Dr. Scheinfeld has 
described a number of these as 
they have existed and still obtain 
in prim itive tribes. She still, even 
in the most civilised communities 
faces certain taboos th at are p art­ 
ly inherent and logical and inevit­ 
able. Some of these, as judged by 
the standard of 50 years ago have 
been disproved, for instance, the 
idea th at she must of necessity ab­ 
sent herself from work a certain 
period of each monthly cycle. Dr. 
Scheinfeld says this is mostly psy­ 
chological. 
The inherent duties of child 
bearing are less easily overcome. 
The argum ent that among prim i­ 
tive tribes the women work up to 
the time of child bearing and then 
take an hour or so out and go 
back to work is simply untrue: the 
prim itive mother has on the aver­ 
age a harder time than the woman 
of civilization. The fact remains 
and is a fact th at if the race is to 
go on woman must take some tune 
out and her worldly career is con­ 
ditioned by that.
